NURSING SISTERS AT CAMP, 


Canada 1s Now Equipped Like Armies 
of the Older World. 


Canadian girls, like their sisters 
everywhere, get the reputation of 
having a weakness for brass buttons. 
For instance, at a dance, what chance 
has a sable-garbed civilian where 
there are military waltzing® So far 
in Canada this feminine »dmiration 
for things militant has been, only 
passive; which is to say that the girls 
of the Dominion have been largely 
content to be mere spectators of the 
splendours of military pomp. some- 
times it is true being carried away 
by the glitter, and then expressing 
their effervescent spirits as smart 
cadets in amateur theetricals or at 
the college masquerade. Till this 
year in Canada there were no real 
soldier girls—live soldier girls who 
could reel off the Militia List and 
gossip volubly of the summer camp. 

June, 1910, is somewhat of a mem- 
orable date in the history of -military 
Canada; six girls went to Niagara 
camp in full regalia—and for once 
the dashing captains in their proud | 
plumage were not the heroes. There 
were heroines — Nursing Sisters Mor- 
ris, Leischman, McGiffin, Daymon, 
Hamme! and Hatch. On the pretty 
blue uniforms are shoulder straps, 
and the brass buttons on the epan- 
lettes indicate that each of the young 
ladies is dignified with the rank of 
lieutenant during her stay in camp. 

The Nursing Sisters are attached to 
the Army Medical Corps. Bringing 
them to camp—that was a step in ad- 
vance for the corps, another example 
of the progress which has character- 
ized the militia during the past ten 
years; which has substituted the 
Army Service Corps for the bull-beef 
contractor, and organized the Army 
Medical Corps in place of the regi- 
mental doctor and his slim, black 
bag, turning the whole Canuck ariny 
from a crudity into a system. 

“What useful purpose is served by 
bringing trained nurses to a summer 
military camp?” the sceptic will ask. 
Talk to Col. Fenton, C.0., Field Am- 
bulance No. 10. He will dilate upon 
the advantage of the nurse with mili- | 
tary experience. 

“Nursing experience to be found in 
summer camp?” you say. “Pshaw!” 
Then the colonel and his assistants 
will quietly laugh at your incredulity, 
and tell you how dead wrong you | 
are. 
This year there were eleven days of | 
Niagara camp. Now for the casualty | 
list. In that period out of 4,000 
soldiers, 129 sick and wounded were | 
eared for by the Nursing Sisters, The

ed, as farm, in woolen mill, at foundry 
shop, in drug store, etc. 

Wage earners are entered to show 
the number of weeks employed in 
1910 at chief occupation or trade; at 
other than chief occupation if any; 
the hours cf working time per week 
at chief occupation, or at other oc- 
cupation, if any; the total earnings 
in 1910 at chief occupation; the total 
earnings at other than chief occupa- 


| tion; and the rate per hour when em- 


ployed by the hour. 

Entries are required to be made for 
each person showing the amount of 
insurance held at date of the census 
tpon life, as well as against acci- 
dent or sickness, together with the 
cost of such insurance in the census 
year. 

Under the heading of education and 


| language, records will be taken for 
every person of five years of age and | 
| over showing the number of: months 


at school in 1910, and if the person 


| can read and write, and the language 


commonly spoken by each _ person. 
The cost of education in 1910 for per- 
sons over 16 years of age at college, 
convent or university is also called 
for. 

The last question’on the schedule 
of ponulation relates to infirmities.

ALBERTA’S FINE EXHIBIT 


EXCITES COMMENT AT CANADIAN 
NATIONAL EXHIBITION 


Excellent Display of Threshed Grain, 
Showing Big Yields of Wheat and 
Oats from Various Districts in 
Northern and Southern Alberta— 
Proof that Crops are Good, Despite 
the Small Rainfall this Year. 
Toronto,—One of the most interest- 

ing agricultural exhibits at the Cana- 

dian National exhibition is the Al- 
berta government exhibit in the east 
wing of the Horticultural building. 

The wall is beautifully decorated with 

sheaves of varieties of grain, as well 


as tame and native grasses. A most 
interesting new feature in connection 
with this exhibit is the grand display 
of threshed grains. There are six acre 
yields shown, and while they are not 
the largest yields that could have 
been shown, they are such that visi- 
tors must be convinced of the wonder- 
ful grain-growing possibilities of the 
province of Alberta. 

There are two yields of oats shown. 
One acre of “Abundanee,”’ grown by 
J. C. Hill and sons, of Lloydminster, 
which yielded 97 measured bushels 

r acre, and weighs 6 pounds per 

ushel, and one yield of “Banner” 
oats, grown by Robert McKay, of 
Blackfalds, yielding 85 bushels by 
measure per acre and 44 pounds per 


bushel. : 

One yield of 60 bushels and 21 
pounds of winter wheat is shown, 
grown by Arthur Perry, at Cardston, 
and it weighs 66 pounds per bushel. 
Pawson brothers, of Coaldale, sent an 
acre yield of spring Wheat, which went 
38 bushels to the acre, and weighs 65 
pounds per bushel. The most remark- 
ble feature of this grain exhibit is the 
excellent quality of the grain. A 
large number of the samples shown 
are the growth of 1910, and show 
clearly that the crops in Alberta are 
fairly good, even with the small rain- 
fall of this year, and that in a large 
portion of the province the crops are 
excellent this year. 

In the centre of the exhibit an In- 
dian tepee is shown, from the Sarcee 
reserve, southern Alberta. It is just 
as it appeared when purchased at the 
reserve, and is of great interest to the 
Singnants of visitors who see it every 

ay. 

Hon. Duncan Marshall, minister of 
agriculture for Alberta, is personally 
supervising the exhibit, and has E. L. 
Richardson, manager of the provincial 
exhibition at Calgary, in charge. 
W. Brown, publicity agent at Toronto, 
whose office is at 127 Front street, and 
C. R. McCutcheon, his assistant, are 
also assisting with the exhibit. ; 

After the close of the Toronto exhi- 
bition the Alberta exhibit will be 
erected at Spokane, Washington, for 
the dry farming congress. 


AUTO TRIP TO NORTH

FISHERY COMMISSION MEET 


Saskatchewan Men Give Evidence in 
Regard to Conditions in 
That Province 

Regina.—The first meeting of the 
Royal commission appointed to ° en- 
quire into the fisheries of Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta was held here under 
the chairmanship of Professor E. E. 
Prince, of Ottawa, the other members 
of the commission being ex-Chief Jus- 
tice McGuire, of Prince Albert, and 
Dr. Euston Sisley, of Calgary. The 
chairman, in opening the proceedings, 
expressed the hope that the commis- 
sion, which was first appointed with 
large powers to investigate, would re- 
sult in the gathering of such informa- 
tion as would enable them to make 
recommendations to Ottawa which 
would be in the interest of the western 
fisheries generally. 

The first witness heard was Dr. 
Low, of Regina, president of the Sas- 
katchewan Game Protection associa- 
tion, who advocated the introduction 
of ‘black bass in the interests of 
sportsmen. 

Mr. Van Valkenburg, secretary of 
the association also gave evidence, 
and was followed by T. N. Willing, 
late chief of the a og ame and 
weed branch, and Chas. enjafield, 
who gave their experience of fishing 
in Long Lake, extending .over a per- 
iod of thirty years. 

The most interesting evidence given 
during the day was that of Dr. 
Charlton, provincial  bacteriologist, 
who submitted analyses of the vari- 
ous lakes and rivers of the province 
with a view to showing their adapt- 
ability or otherwise for fish culti- 
vation. 

Ald. Peverett, of Regina, and J. B. 
Morrison, of Long Lake, also gave 
evidence. The commission will visit 
Long Lake and the smaller lakes in 
the Last Mountain | district, near 
Strassburg before proceeding to Saska- 
toon.

Report on Development of Brazeau 
Vancouver.—W. L: Coulsen, director 
and manager of mines for the Cana- 
dian Collieries (Dunsmuir), Ltd., left 
recently for Edmonton with Wm.

CANADA WINS IN THE MOST 
IMPORTANT POINTS 


Award Disposes of the American Con- 
tention that the Hudson Bay is Not 
a Closed Sea—The Greatest Satis- 
faction is Expressed Over the Re- 
sult of the Hague Decision on the 
North Atlantic Fisheries Case. 


Ottawa.—The cabled digest of The 
Hague decision on the North Atlantic 
fisheries case, in press despatches re. 
cently, is received with much satisfac- 
tion by officials of the government 
conversant with the large issues at 
stake so far as Canada is concerned. 


Fhe finding of the tribunal in favor 
of the British contentions on | Pade 
one and five means, practically, that 
from the Canadin stagdpoint by far 
the most important rights contended 
for have been won. 

According to Mr. J. 8. Ewart, K.C., 
Canadian counsel before the tribunal, 
nine-tenths of the whole argument. was 
on these two points. The loss of the 
British case on other points at issue 
is comparatively unimportant, veoh 
in so far as Newfoundland is locally 
affected by the decision. The right of 
Canada to make fisheries regulations 
binding on all foreign fishermen in the 
territorial waters is established, and 
territorial waters, according to the 
finding on question five, are defined as 
being three miles outside a line drawn 
from headland to headland. This 
means that Canada’s jurisdiction over 
all large bays is established by inter- 
national law. The decision is taken to 
mean that Canada will now be en- 
abled to assert her right to control the 
fisheries in Juan De Fuca Straits and 
at other points along the British 
Columbia coast. 

It also disposes of the American con- 
tention that the Hudson Bay is not a 
closed sea, exclusively under Cana- 
dian jurisdiction. The full text of the 
award is, of course, not yet available, 
but according to cabled summaries the 
result, as noted above, is regarded 
here as a far-reaching victory for 

anada. 


SETTLERS WILL NEED SUPPLIES 


Supplies Accidentlly Burned and 
Steamers Cannot Navigate the 
Fraser River 
Victoria.—A serious situation in the 
Nechaco country is reported in ad- 
vices just to hand from Fort George, 
which contain news that owing to the 
fuilure of steamers to navigate Fraser 
Lake, many of the settlers are already 
sorely in need of staple supplies, 
while the situation in regard to the 
winter is even more alarming. The 
shortage of stores in the echaco 
Valley is accentuated by the fact that 
a large quantity of supplies was ac- 
cidentally burned not long ago while 
waiting transportation. It is under- 
stood that special efforts will be put 
forth by the business interests of Fort 
George to cope withthe present situa- 
tion, although it is not improbable 
that the government may also be 

asked to assist.

Cc. N. R. ENCOUNTERS TROUBLE 


Plans for Line from St. Albert West 
Have Been Disapproved by 
the Railway Commission 


Winnipeg.—The Canadian Northern 
railway is again balked in its efforts 
to locate a line west from Edmonton 
towards the Yellowhead Pass. Plans 
for the line from 8t. Albert west have 
been disapproved by the railway com- 
mission at Ottawa, on the ground that 
the route proposed a“ too close to 
that of the Grand frunk Pacific. 
Engineers first endeavored to run far- 
ther north but could not do so on ac- 
count of the hilly nature of the coun. 
try. It was decided, therefore, to 
parallel the G.T.P. route from Lob- 
stick to Yellowhead Pass. | 

Unless the C. N. R. can convince the 
railway commission of the _ necessity | 
for running parallel to the G.T.P. ma- 
terial change in the plans will be re- 
quired. It is probable that the C.N.R. 
may find it necessary to run south.of 
the Grand Trunk. 

The C.N.R. was compelled once be- 
fore to abandon the line west of Ed- 
monton, even after a good déal of 
construction work had been done. On 
that occasion the G. T. P. beat them 
out in the matter of filing and secur- 
ing approval of route plaris. Interest- 
ing and ‘vigorous representations are | 
to be made to the railway commission 
on behalf of the C.N.R. In the mean- 
time work on the line west of St. Al- 
bert is under contract with the Al- 
berta government to build a certain 
distance this year. 


WILL STAND NO CRITICISM 


Bring Proof to Show That Mr. Osler 


Was Wrong in His 
Statements 
Winnipeg, Man.—The Centennial | 


Exposition directors met recently and} 
contradicted in strong terms the 
statement made by E. B. Osler, M.P., 
of Toronto, that the holding of the 
1914 exposition would be unwise for 
Winnipeg. Mr. Osler’s statements re- 
garding business conditions in Seattle 
since their fair was met by the strong- 
est denial possible in a telegram the 
directors received from Seattle Cham- 
ber of Commerce, which quoted in- 
creased bank clearings, building per- 
mits and population, since the close of 
their exposition. . 

The directors showed that Winnipeg 
was favorably situated to handle the 
exposition to the advantage of all 
Canada, and in a broad comprehens- 
ive statement pointed out that the 1914 
exposition was not a local, but an all- 
Canadian one and would be of na- 
tional benefit. 

The business men behind the pro- 
ject had made closest investigations 
everywhere and had raised one mil- 
lion dollars locally to its support. 

Surprise was expressed in business 
eircles here upon Mr. Osler’s know- 
ledge of the subject, which he gave in 
an interview, in view of his capacity as 
a member of the Canadian Pacific rail- 
way board, who have already made 
liberal advances to the preliminary 
fund and who have expressed them- 
selves willing to contribute $500,000 
in cash to the exposition. 


CZAR HAD NARROW ESCAPE 


Strangers Push Their Way Almost

Berlin.—A daring attempt has been 
made upon the lives of the Czar and 
his family, according to dispatches re- 
ceived here from Friedberg. The Im- 
perial family is at the castle of the 
Grand Duke of Hesse. Two ereengers 
wearing the uniform of the Eighty- 
eighth Infantry, succeeded in getting 
through the outer line of detectives, 
but failed to pass the inner line of 
sentries, not having- the password. 
They were stopped, and investigation 
proved that they did not belong to the 
army. It is believed they are agents 
of the Russian revolutionary party.

TO EXPLOIT WHALING 


CANADIAN CAPITAL WILL NOW 
BE INVESTED 


Stated that Mackenzie & Mann are 
Behind a Project to Despatch Four 
Vessels from Vancouver in the 
Spring to Engage in Arctic Whaling 
—Canadian Rights in Arctic 


Regions Will Now be Asserted. 

Vancouver, B. C, — Representing 
themseves as acting in the interests of 
Mackenzie and Mann, Colonel David- 
son and D. A. McRae, millionaires of 
Winnipeg and Vancouver, are plan- 
ning to exploit the Arctic whaling. 

Two steamers and two sailing ships 
will be dispatehed to the Arctic reg- 
ions next spring, from Vancouver, 
when a station will be established on 
the mainland, or on one of the many 
groups of islands. 

The eutire country east of the boun- 
dary line of Alaska and the Dominion 
and extending to the North Pole is 
wholly within British territory. 

It embraces a vast archipelago, no- 
tice of ownership of which has)» -en 
proclaimed to the world by ‘Canada, 
through the British foreign office. 

In the summer months the waters 
adjacent to the mainland, including 
the estaury at the mouth of the Mae- 
kenzie river, are open and can_ be 
navigated by sea-going vessels. This 
has been demonstrated by the success 
of American whalers, which has been 
poaching in these British waters for 
nearly twenty years. 

The action of the owners in import- 
ing goods for trading purposes, as well 
as liquor, resulted; several years ago, 
in the Dominion government estab- 
lishing a mounted poice station as 
well as a customs officer on Herschell 
island, the rendezvous of the fleet. The 
vigilance of the authorities was re- 
warded by the collection of thousands 
of dollars of revenue, as well as the 
supression of illicit sale of intoxicants, 
which was demoralizing the Eskimo. 

It will be interesting to see what 
policy the Dominion government will 
adopt in this northern water, now 
thet Canadian capital is about to ex- 
ploit the industry. There is no doubt 
but that the Americans who have en- 
joyed a monopoly heretofore can be 
werned not to invade Canadian terri- 
torial waters if the Ottawa authori- 
ties assert their rights. 


BETTER CLASS OF IMMIGRANTS 


Proposed Immigrants Altogether Dif- 
ferent to the Italians That 
Have Come in the Past 

Edmonton.—There is a movement 
now on foot by the Italian govern- 
ment at Rome to locate thousands--of 
Italian farmers and agriculturists of 
the best class on the untenanted lands 
of Western Oanada. 

The promoter of the movement, Sig- 
nor E. Rosi, commissioner of the 
Italian department of emigration at 
Rome, is in Edmonton. He has just 
completed an extensive tour of Can- 
ada, made on behalf of the govern- 
ment for the purpose of gaining infor- 
mation on the eountry, which will be 
distributed among the farmers of 
Italy, who are contemplating emigra- 
tion. 

Not a small part of Signor Rossi’s 
mission in Western Canada is to over- 
come the deep rooted prejudice that 
exists against the Italian immigrant. 

Signor Rossi overcomes this preju- 
dice by explaining that this class of 
immigrants is not the class that is 
being sent over by the Itelian govern- 
ment. The class with which his gov- 
ernment is dealing and which they 
will endeavor to supnly Canada is that 
class of thrifty Italian farmers and 
murket gardeners that occupy the vast 
fertile lends of northern Italy. There 
ere a fair haired, industrious class 
that make peaceable citizens, who 
row barely eke out en existence on 
the overcrowded lands on which they 
have lived for generations, but who, 
according to Signor Rossi, could make 
a fortune out of an acre of land in 
Western Canada.
